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GROUNDCOVER PLANTS 


A list such as this cannot hope to cover all kinds of plants that may be used 
as groundcovers. In large landscape projects such plants as Mountainlaurel 
Kalmia, (Kalmia latifolia), many varieties of medium to tall growing shrubs 
and the like might be used for broad groundcover effects. 

Our intention here is not to cover this kind of use, but to indicate the 
plants that are useful as groundcovers in the commonly accepted sense of 
the word. In general, therefore, the list is limited to plants which rarely 
exceed three feet in height, even in maturity. There are some exceptions, in 
the case of such plants as Dwarf Japanese Yew (Taxus cuspidata nana), which, 
although eventually it would normally reach five or six feet in height, can be 
maintained almost indefinitely, by pruning at a height of two feet or less. 

For your convenience in choosing the kind of groundcover best suited for 
your purpose, we have indicated the approximate normal height of the plants 


listed as follows.
